‘be determined whether they had carried Polish or Soviet military personnel, Two 
trains, each carrying motor vehicles on 35 to LO flatcars, passed through Rosenber. 
and peocesded in a northwesterly direction in early July and mid~August 1950, The 
‘wo shipments were escorted by Soviet military personnel. 


3, The MO (Militia) office was on the northwest side of Pamhofstrasse, about 100 
maters from the Xosenberg railroad station.
